4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
to Rubsam-Tomlinson appeared to be the closest related piece of evidence. However, 
the cited reference failed to define "a kitchen trash container system" as set forth in 
the claims. Specifically, the reference by itself or in combination does not reasonably 
disclose a tray including a downwardly depending edge and defining a channel as 
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disclosed; a slide mechanism including a first slide attached to a cabinet frame and a 
second slide attached to the underside of the tray in combination with the specific 
structural characteristics as prescribed by applicant; and a waste container carried by 
the tray, as structurally defined and functionally interrelated with the other elements 
recited.
